question the prevailing type 
classroom activity, and 
Convinced the truth this statement, 
and follow-up the general check 
list which appeared previous article,’ 
concerned here with the specific 
phase teaching which call, Skill 
Questioning. 

The check list the question covers 
special phase classroom instruction, and 
therefore supervision. Skill question- 
ing most vital, since teaching has much 
the “give and the stimulation- 
response reaction, and should matter 
real concern both teacher and super- 
visor. Once visual aids, including television, 
take their rightful place our classroom 
instruction, they will fullfill but secon- 
dary role; the pupil-teacher relationship, 
exists the oral question and an- 
swer, will always hold first place. 

The following procedure for the use 
this check list Skill Questioning 
suggested: Distribute copy the check 
list staff conference; acquaint all the 
members the staff with all points listed, 
letting anyone ask questions concerning 
the check list items; attempt visit all 
staff members full period teaching; 
follow the classroom visit private 
conference your findings; allow the in- 
dividual teacher express fully his ideas 
and opinions concerning these findings. 

marking the check list, one might 
encircle various items, enter “yes” 
“no” where appropriate, indicate few 
pointed words comment. The latter 
method assists the supervisor considerably 
when discussing his findings with the 
teacher following the classroom visitation.

Good questioning procedure helps the 
student think twice before speaking, 
cautious doubtful, consider various 
alternatives before answering. 

they discover gaps student learning? 

Skillful questioning will bring out these 
gaps very soon the course; once the 
diagnosis made, proper means can 
charted for remedying the situation. 

they determine understanding in- 
struction and assignments? 

This comprehension, understanding of, 
and ability carry out assignment 
study and research, should result from 
good questioning procedure. 


Il. Characteristics Effective 
Questions 


Are they systematically planned? 
Questions will planned systematically 

there has been proximate preparation 
the particular course, for they naturally 
derive from such preparation. More effec- 
tive teaching, and consequently effective 
questioning results from intensive, regular, 
immediate class preparation. 

Have they specific purpose? 

Definite questions determine for the in- 
structor the extent which his explana- 
tions have been understood; questions 
must pertain the lesson specific, 
not far afield. 

they contribute the progress the 
lesson? 

Some students are facile, and some 
teachers, usually the unprepared variety, 
equally facile taking the class away 
from the lesson asking and answering 
unrelated questions. 

the number questions keeping with 
good thinking the part the class? 
Good thinking does not necessarily re- 

sult from bombardment questions; 
the other hand, judicious and well-directed 
questions, even though they are not many, 
will effect satisfactory thinking the part 
the class. 

Are there occasions misplaced interroga- 
tive pronoun questions? 

This one the more common faults 
questioning. Such examples as, “who said 
what?” “the first sentence have 
“which means what?” was used 
what” immediately make one realize 
that this fault could easily avoided. 
attention never called it, the fault 
becomes chronic quickly. 

Are they thought provoking, trivial? 
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Are they suited the student level? 

these days general education, 
teachers must specifically aware this, 
and not let our tradition college train- 
ing and graduate study make too ideal- 
istic the students’ potential; rather, 
stay “the ground floor” with them. 

Are they phrased that specific answer 
required? 

Written tests quizzes (especially the 
completion and true-false variety) are usu- 
ally constructed that the specific answer 
demanded. “Roundabout” answers are 
avoided more oral answers, well 
the “omnibus” questions the essay- 


type quiz. 
Manner Asking Questions 


Method used? (1) question, (2) pause, 
(3) call for answer, name variant 

Some teachers, especially the begin- 
ning the school term, resort pointing 
instead calling student’s name. For 
the same reason that questioning after 
certain pattern known through practice 
the students poor policy, better 
call for the answer name, after the 
question has been put. 

Distribution: check list ever used 
evaluate distribution?

ways ask your questions after certain 
pattern system; vary the approach, and 
better attention will result; not neglect 
the poor the average student your 
questioning the hope covering more 
material. The check list questions and 
answers will rather revealing 
teacher, should use it. better student 
can readily check such chart over 
period time.

The well-prepared teacher ordinarily 
very facile answering pupils’ questions.

Are the answers students complete sen- 
tences, specific, comprehensive?

Are concert answers, indiscriminate an- 
swers permitted?

During previous summers have worked 
with farmers’ children rural areas 
Missouri and other parts Colorado 
among the poor Mexican people. 

good idea have things lined 
before actually beginning work 
particular area. the people know few 
months ahead time that there will 
vacation school for their children, much 
more can accomplished. Also, the 
catechist knows beforehand how many will 
coming the school, will able 
make more careful plans ordering 
booklets, prizes, holy cards, and the like. 


Preparations 


like send out short bulletin 
the near-by church the area which 
plan work telling the people about 
the fun that store for their youngsters 
these coming summer months. plan 
the church week before the 
classes begin that can talk the 
people personally and sign the chil- 
dren. Last summer learned how drive 
old army bus that could around 
the various ranches pick the chil- 
dren who would not have been able 
come otherwise. The bus did good job 
spite the fact that got only four 
miles the gallon! 

Once have the place and the time 
schedule planned, begin gather things

for the summer’s work, such things, for 
example, project books for the older 
boys and girls, cutouts for the younger 
ones, holy cards, prizes, medals, server’s 
manuals, Sunday missals, Sacred Heart 
badges. Many these things get from 
students who are eager co-operate 
this missionary activity. have many 
interesting story tell classes about 
the work the summer and how 
much would appreciate the little things 
that they bring for the poor children 
vacation school. One very good Sister, 
last May, had her classes the fourth 
grade make little prizes for me. had given 
the tots her class talk about all the 
souls that needed saved high 
the Rockies and how much they could 
for praying for these children who 
were not well off the city people. 
The Sister saw that the prayers were 
said, and she also added the little gifts 
help along! 

making plans for one summer school, 
had draw out chapel all things! 
often thought how much youngsters like 
build playhouses, etc., the trees, 
had plans for superb chapel for the 
children made the woods near the 
vacation school. later found out that 
all the youngsters needed was the idea. 
The next morning when came back for 
classes they had the project almost fin- 
ished, having hauled the branches the after- 
noon before. They had made very fine 
little cave-chapel the woods for our 
vacation school! They used love 
into each day after had finished our 
classes! 


Daily Schedule 


Last summer’s schedule ran somewhat 
like this: 

8:30: Time get the bus out and 
round the children. 

9:00: First stop the village; honked 
horn; stampede out the store and post 
office; ninos, little Mexicans, came 
running for the bus! All happy larks. 

9:10-9:30: Singing going on! Second 
stop the next small town where ten 
more our students get on. 

One more stop, and then 
back Merryvale, our station where 
begin catechism classes. 

Prayer class meets the 
bus with one the catechists; servers’ 
class meets the small sacristy learn 
how serve Mass; First Communion class 
either the rear the chapel 
the porch. 

Whole group walks the 
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hill the shrine our Lady. Candles 
are lit and prayers said. the way back 
from the shrine part the Rosary our 
Lady said. 

11:15: General contest. The whole sum- 
mer school lines the porch and par- 
ticipates contest. Questions are asked 
different catechists and the one stand- 
ing the head the line the longest 
wins the big prize for the day! Sometimes 
the boys stand the girls! 

After the contest over, have 
project period for various groups. work 
little prayer books, pasting pictures, col- 
oring, and the like.

After carefully checking possible rea- 
sons outside the one already mentioned, 
for discouraging the study languages 
many high schools the country, one 
good reason might well the paucity 
qualified instructors this branch edu- 
cation. Following the statement just made

about the lack interest the subject 
language teaching, one may easily rec- 
ognize this scarcity teachers, the vi- 
cious circle only too apparent pattern 
all too common our schools today. 

may stated here that the lack 
interest language study does not neces- 
sarily refer the average parochial school, 
both Catholic and Lutheran, well 
others, neighborhoods where children 
German and French extraction attend. 
French and German are taught many 
these grade schools, well their 
high schools. Students entering college with 
this background often prove have 
greater speaking facility the above lan- 
guages than those who come from the 
average public school. They have better 
grasp college work the languages, 
and will sometimes major modern-lan- 
guages because native feeling for 
French German probably acquired 
the home and school. This feeling for 
particular language often extends into the 
study composition literature, both, 
required college for the A.B. degree. 
Students have even been admitted into 
courses beyond those taught the first 
year college because their proficiency 
the speaking language. 


Begin Early 


The study foreign language should 
begin grade school while the muscles 
and organs the mouth and throat are 
developing. The child should grow with 
feeling for languages and the proper pro- 
nunciation. 

course any language should taught 
college; the average student college 
age cannot learn speak another lan- 
guage, even superficially, meeting class 
three times weekly. course there are 
exceptions, such boy girl who has 
heard foreign language spoken the 
home; who has been raised country 
where more than one language spoken. 
Canada good example; the children 
both French and English parentage 
often speak both languages fluently. En- 
vironment such country also plays 
major role the development the 
speaking language. Children English 
parentage learn speak the tongue 
their comrades being almost constantly 
thrown into the society French boys 
and girls, either the classroom the 
playground. 

While the ideal way learn speak 
foreign language begin the study 
grade school, start high school the 
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next best thing. Students who are 
ested can great deal with four years 
high school study. Add four years 
college work these four years study 
high school, and may find inter- 
ested student very well prepared for many 
the positions open him. Continued 
experience traveling through foreign 
countries usually proves very bene- 
ficial. 

French and Spanish over period 
eral years, finds that about per cent 
students who not have family back- 
ground any the romance languages, 
learn speak these languages quite flu- 
ently, even with only college experience. 
But these students usually have very 
high and rank the higher level 
brackets all their studies.

James Byrnes, 
Frankly Speaking, cites several such dis- 
torted statements made various times 
during these meetings through lack in- 
terpreting correctly the language an- 
other country.

The cultural side the study lan- 
guages needs little space here. All intelli- 
gent people will agree the value 
knowledge all branches study; read- 
ing knowledge the works great scien- 
tists, philosophers, historians, and compos- 
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ers, goes make for greater interest and 
added happiness life. 

One the most ordinary comments 
the reading public is: “If only knew 
enough French able translate the 
numerous passages that meet the book, 
sure would enhance greatly 
enjoyment the story.” 


French English? 


many others, especially South and Cen- 
tral America, the cultural side the study 
languages usually primary interest 
rather than the practical side. inter- 
esting note that when there was ques- 
tion adopting English the diplomatic 
language the world instead the tradi- 
tional French after the war, the idea 
the change was soon discarded favor 
continuing the French heretofore. was 
found that around the table the United 
Nations, few the members spoke un- 
derstood English, while practically all knew 
French. These representatives had been 
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chosen for their general education, scholar- 
ship, knowledge politics, and diplomacy. 
this case, others, while French 
had been studied primarily for its cultural 
value, now played the double role the 
cultural plus the practical.

Pioneer Work 


The dream Catholic radio education 
was the inspiration WFJL’s inception. 
His Excellency Bishop Bernard Sheil 
has long recognized the tremendous value 
that radio could have every facet 
education. From the very first moment 
broadcasting, WFJL has clung tenaciously 
the belief that radio must teach well 
entertain, keep faith with its 
public. 

May 1951 there were more than 
twenty educational programs going out 
from studios every week through- 
out the year. Even this educational pro- 
gramming was not enough; too often 
missed the classrooms. There was 
nite need create, produce, and air pro- 
grams designed enter the parochial 
classrooms the Chicago area 
artistic supplement the regular work. 
every subject there are certain phases 
which can best “caught” rather than 
taught. Radio, with the technical skills 
developed over the years, can provide the 
inspirational. 

great deal thought, discussion, and 
study went into the definite course ac- 
tion decided upon. July 1951, with 
the aid Sister Mary Lorenz, R.S.M., 
vice-president the Catholic Broadcast- 
ers Association and their edu- 
cation committee, the idea the WFJL 
Radio Workshop began. There was 
question about who would the leaders 
the Catholic In-School Listening Pro- 
gram. They must, necessity, the 
Catholic Educators Chicago. WFJL 


would lend its complete staff and facilities 
aid every possible way, but any un- 
dertaking which would include active class- 
room participation could meet with success 
only the Catholic school teachers them- 
selves were the generators. 

The problem then became matter 
deciding how give Chicago’s Catholic 
teachers working knowledge radio 
the shortest possible time. The subjects 
chosen were basic: script writing, acting, 
production, direction, and utilization. Any 
Catholic school teacher Chicago could, 
attending the workshop for three suc- 
cessive Saturdays, learn enough about 
radio become active part the 
Catholic In-School Listening Program. 
Thus the Radio Workshop was born 
the need unite classroom skill with radio 
technique. There does not exist teacher 
who not already burdened with great 
deal work. Yet, without the direct par- 
ticipation teachers, the entire idea would 
lose its impetus and purpose. The only 
logical solution, therefore, was give 
complete course radio the brief 
span time would allow. Only through 
this means could radio education reach 
every Catholic teacher the archdiocese. 


Teaching the Teachers 


The result having taken five groups, 
totaling about 200, through the WFJL 
Workshop has shown that this indeed 
workable procedure. Without exception, 
every teacher who has attended the Radio 
Workshop has shown interest 
pronounced aptitude for this fascinating 
medium and will take some part the 
formation programs which are being 
scheduled for the school year, beginning 
September, 1952. There doubt now 


that the Workshop has been and will con- 
tinue success. However, Chi- 
cago’s Catholic In-School Listening Pro- 
create new pathways the field 
radio education, must have the whole- 
hearted co-operation every single Catho- 
lic educator the Chicago area. 

The first task, therefore, was and con- 
tinues the training the Catholic 
educators the field radio. Every 
teacher will not equally proficient but, 
gaining over-all knowledge all the 
procedures, she can learn the funda- 
mental techniques radio program. 


The Curriculum 


The Script Writing class endeavors, with 
enable the teacher transfer ideas into 
script form, style suitable for radio 
production. Teachers are asked the end 
the course, present sample their 
writing determine this the field 
which they will eventually work. They will 
called upon write one, perhaps two, 
scripts per school year. They will noti- 
fied well advance the deadline and 
given every opportunity fit this extra 
work into their schedule, refuse 
they are unable write script that 
particular time. Certain writers will 
asked become script editors. Their du- 
ties will consist mainly checking scripts 
and re-writing them when this necessary. 
The Catholic In-School Listening Program 
foresees the need for scripts covering every 
subject taught the classroom and will 
therefore call for specialists each sub- 
ject field. 

The acting class has twofold purpose 
train the educators themselves act 
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and narrate for radio and give the future 
directors and producers actual experience 
front the microphone. Voice and mi- 
crophone techniques are carefully analyzed 
and explained. Some these educators 
perhaps one out given 
the chance actual air work con- 
nection with the In-School Listening Pro- 
gram and participate dramatic shows 


‘designed for classroom use. However, most 


the casting will come from the ranks 
the WFJL Radio Guild, and the radio 
classes Chicago’s Catholic high schools, 
colleges, and universities. The teachers 
who show proficiency for acting and are 
eager participate broadcast will 
have that opportunity. 

Direction and production combine very 
well into one class. Among the educators 
who have attended this course nearly 
per cent became quite proficient direc- 
tion and/or production. The producer 
responsible for the entire show from the 
moment scheduled until goes the 
air. The director selects the cast, rehearses 
the show, and assumes all responsibility 
once goes the air. After the tech- 
niques direction, sound effects, and 
music are presented, the members this 
class participate radio show under 
actual circumstances. 

The course utilization, because the 
wide application its principles, 
special importance every Catholic edu- 
cator. Radio utilization tool and, 
like only other tool, useful only when 
properly handled. full value 
educational radio show must able 
accomplish the time allotted far more 
than the teacher could the same 
amount time. This demands that the 
teacher prepare the children for the broad- 
cast and have immediate follow-up. The 
techniques radio utilization are vividly 
portrayed and explained for the Catholic 
educators final step preparing for 
the first complete Catholic In-School Listen- 
ing Program. 


Working Organization 


Within few weeks after the workshop 
classes got under way, the Catholic edu- 
cators felt need for the formation 
working organization, order correlate 
the in-school listening program with the 
schools. organizational meeting was 
held and plan drawn which guaran- 
tees quality and dependability. Final au- 
thority this new association rests with 
board directors, composed educa- 
tors and members the staff who 
are working with the program. Since pro- 
grams will fall into three groupings for 
the grade schools, namely, primary, inter- 
mediate, and upper, distinct organiza- 
tional chain for each these categories 
provided. For each these grade groups, 
three supervisors were appointed check 
the shows that are designed for their re- 
Spective grades, select new shows, and 
assist those doing the shows. Under each 
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supervisory group, will script director 
select and assign scripts and script edi- 
tors, production director select direc- 
tors and producers, talent director 
scout for talent and keep talent pool 
available, and utilization director see 
that the schools will supplied with nec- 
essary material make the best possible 
use each program. Later, separate cate- 
gories will set for programs high 
school and college levels. 

The Workshop 
screen their students and choose those with 
leadership ability for the important tasks 
the program. Though many: these 
positions have been filled, the administra- 
tive branch the Catholic In-School 
Listening Program has not yet com- 
pleted its roster. Teachers who are inter- 
ested this branch Catholic radio edu- 
cation will given the opportunity 
join during the forthcoming classes. Each 
year, group educators will se- 
lected run the administrative branch 
this great new enterprise. They will derive 
tremendous satisfaction from the knowl- 
edge that they have done their share 
fostering this extraordinarily valuable 
means educate. 


Each Student Contributes 


All who attend the WFJL Radio Work- 
shop are divided into the following groups: 
writers, actors, and narrators, producers, 
directors, production assistants, adminis- 
trators, administrative assistants, and those 
who are unable help any way other 
than utilization their classrooms. Often 
teacher will fall into several the above 
categories. Each educator placed 
pool, according the subject and grade 
interests, willingness, and ability. When 
show decided upon for eight-week 
series, the following persons are chosen 
from the respective pools: script editor 
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and eight writers, all whom have shown 
preference for writing show this 
particular subject; one producer and eight 
directors; eight production assistants; sev- 
eral administrative assistants, who will 
handle the various details concerned the 
making the show; the actors and/or 
narrators for the program. The talent may 
come from the high schools, colleges, and 
the teachers themselves. Thus, each show 
will involve many persons, none whom 
works too hard, but each whom con- 
tributes share the final result. 

Evidently there only one way which 
this first complete Catholic In-School 
Listening Program the history radio 
can success. That is, every Catholic 
educator actively participates some man- 
ner. And the first step co-operating with 
this Catholic Radio Education Program 
attend the WFJL Radio Workshop 
some time during 1952. 

This only the beginning. Someday 
what has begun here will magnified and 
expanded until nationwide network 
educational programs for listening the 
Catholic schools exists. Other cities are 
studying these methods and inquiring how 
begin their own Workshops. His 
ness, Pope Pius XII, has expressed great 
deal interest this program. Nor does 
the plan stop with this present radio se- 
ries. WFJL now has television applica- 
tion pending with the Federal Communi- 
cations Commission. Chicago will have the 
first in-school television program, this 
educational venture continues grow. 

Admittedly radio has been slow mak- 
ing use this magnificent means com- 
munication for education. However, can 
make for time lost. But there must 
more delays, more setbacks 
demonstrate new techniques radio edu- 
cation, thus making this one the most 
stupendous forward steps Catholic edu- 
cation.

Some ideas great significance the 
audio-visual movement education are 
indicated this issue the 
ScHOOL JouRNAL. are glad call at- 
tention the range these aids. think 
every administrator should conscious 
the problem which the increased signifi- 
cance visual aid and technique presents. 
The in-service training teachers should 
include training with more emphasis 
their purpose and their use. The problem

VERNA: Here am, Princess! shall lay out 
carpets emerald green; spatter the 
bushes with shimmering sheen. 

STARFLAKE: Very well, Verna! You and 
your greenwood elves and bring back your 
green grass and leaves.

When consider the 
needs noncollege student far 
chemistry education concerned, can ar- 
rive grouping his needs without too 
much difficulty. There is, course, his ulti- 
mate need arrive eternal happiness with 
God, but his salvation depends upon the 
proper use the things his worldly en- 
vironment. Therefore, the general equipment 
this noncollege student should receive through 
chemistry course should such will 
enable him use practically and intelligently 
the factors the environment which 
expects move. will mean generally 
curtailing content the line chemical 
history and theory; putting emphasis the 
practical application the theory; and know- 
ing what each student intends for his 
work, that even vaguely clear 
the mind the student. might described 
position between course applied 
chemistry and chemistry course given 
college preparatory group. 

Since adaptation largely matter filling 
needs, shall venture define those which 
seem basic student. would have you re- 
member, though, that what more important 
than recognizing needs that the student and 
the teacher should agree the student’s 
needs. realize that such agreement 
brought about many other places besides 
chemistry class, but must certainly 
present class order insure teaching 
success.

Let first deal with simple need for sur- 
vival any environment: the need per- 
form actions with certain amount skillful- 
ness. chemistry class many small actions, 
found somewhere every big project later, 
are emphasized, such pouring liquids from 
the back bottle, thereby saving the label 
from being damaged and made illegible;

These are not looked upon 
mere assignments, but opportunities for 
creative work the field which students’ 
interests lie. girl who hopes beauty 
operator becomes interested the chemistry 
cosmetics. boy who intends work 
mill models blast funrace. Future housewives 
delve into the chemistry foods. This project 
gives them opportunity for combining the 
beautiful literature, art, and nature, with 
the practical chemistry. 


Learning Think 


Finally, and very importantly, student 
needs think rationally; express his 
thoughts clearly, and read intelligently. 
Following directions when reading plans put 
some idea into concrete form trains him 
all these. his creative work, must 
first distinguish between the practical and the 
impractical: Can possibly gather the ma- 
terials for such project? Suppose works 
the problem water purification system. 
casts about for chemicals that would form 
coagulate which would pull the impurities 
the bottom reservoir. Next must 
think something make the water further 
usable for drinking purposes. useg 
chlorine, learns that must used the 
correct proportion. has found out from 
other experiments that more less cer- 
tain chemical may result entirely differ- 
ent product than the one expected.

some basic needs noncollege stu- 
dent are satisfied chemistry course. 
repeat that such course not for slow stu- 
dents, since the group includes simply those 
applied chemistry course the sense 
understand that term today; should probably 
have fewer principles and theories than 
college preparatory chemistry course would 
cover; seems depend more techniques, 
methods, and instructional materials than 
anything else. requires simply teacher 
who interested every student, knows 
something about each student’s plans for the 
future teacher who will always plan more 
carefully, study more deeply, work more 
diligently, and pray more sincerely. Our stu- 
dents, indeed, are begging for teacher like 
this, rather than for new course.

Rapidly Exp anding 


significant survey the growth Cath- 
olic education the United States was re- 
ported the New York Times for March 30, 
1952, Benjamin Fine, education editor 
the Times. Mr. Fine reports the source his 
information mainly data received from the 
diocesan superintendents schools and from 
the department education the National 
Catholic Welfare Conference. 

For the first time, says the introduction 
the summary, the Catholic elementary schools 
now have exceeded 3,000,000 enrollment 
and the secondary schools 600,000. Adding 
these figures the 350,000 higher institutions 
learning, have about 4,000,000 students 
from kindergarten college and university 
increase, during the past ten years, 
per elementary schools and per cent 
high schools.

000 this now under construction and an- 
other $110,000,000 planned for next 
year. 


The Supply Teachers 


Catholic school administrators find the 
shortage teachers for Catholic schools 
rather serious handicap. The number voca- 
tions the religious orders (which supply 
90.6 per cent the elementary teachers and 
84.9 per cent the high school faculty) has 
not been increasing sufficiently care for the 
large increase school enrollment and 
pansion school activities. Lay teachers are 
being employed increasing numbers, but, 
course, they must paid far more than the 
subsistence compensation given religious, 
and the public schools are competing for their 
services. Reasons assigned for delay new 
construction school buildings are, per- 
centages, order frequency: steel restric- 
tions 28.8; labor costs 26.2; lack funds

The phonograph one the best invest- 
ments can make bring good music 
children. educational tool which has 
been used wisely and well the upper grades, 
but its real value can proved when find 
that children before preschool age can 
taught listen to, and enjoy music. There 
such wealth material, only knew 
when and how use it. with this 
mind that should like show what has been 
done small group and make some new 
suggestions for work along this line. 

adults should take time listen. May 
repeat part that sentence “take time.” 
have take the time saturate ourselves 
with good music—to make part our 
own lives, before can give children. 
should listen music that emphasizes 
melody, then rhythmic patterns that are 
marked and interesting, then picture 
story music, and finally absolute music. 
With repertoire such this would include, 
have good start for our children. 
fall short, however, the acquisition 
good repertoire. bit bit, moreover, 
listening usually what know feel 
have teach, and rarely get the point 
saturation! 


Learn Listen 


Little children should taught first 
listen the sounds the world around them 
—to sounds all kinds, that sound the 
rustle leaves, the hum bee, the noise 
the frogs and crickets, fine, all the 
little noises their environment. Then they 
should aware the more constant noises, 
the streetcar, the trains, the airplanes, sirens, 
horns, and people. Only when they can identify 
these sounds will able attune their 
tempo, pitch, quality, and mood they are 
reflected music. must always begin 
where the child is, not where are. Children 
often dislike music, because they are forced 
listen music scaled only adult stand- 
ards instead that which their ex- 
perience and familiar and interesting 
them. Therapy with children has proved 
that music has great healing power, and just 
have special time when “Nothing answers 
her poem, The Hens, the beginning good 
teaching and good listening. 

The joy that comes from “just listen- 
ing” good music has been underestimated 
and often ignored. fault teachers 
particularly, but rather the result the atti- 
tude that children cannot understand music. 
This mistaken attitude. Little children

know group three- and four-year-olds who 
know the Nutcracker Suite (parts par- 
ticularly well), The Skaters’ Waltz, “On the 
Trail” from The Grand Canyon Suite, “Dance 
the Automatons” from Coppelia Ballet, and 
several other compositions equal worth. 
find that they rest better, for example, when 
play this kind music rather than some 
the sad combinations poor music, poor 
speech, poor imitation animals and, 
several instances, bad interruptions the 
story. This specifically one area recording 
which would urge careful selection. 
not buy hoards albums stories. You will 
astonished the contents album 
that has photograph some famous movie 
star radio favorite its cover; often the 
story sells the strength the name and 
photograph. This kind merchandising im- 
presses the adult, but means nothing the 
child; does not know the name the 
photograph. the story wants, and 
good story told, not dramatized, 
not shot through with bits music, sound 
effects that are not true reality, ear-splitting 
sounds that distract and detract from the 
story and leave the child utterly dissatisfied 
and often confused. seems pity that record 
companies have missed the opportunity 
accept good storyteller, like Seumas Mc- 
Manus Ruth Sawyer, who tell story 
quietly, simply, with imagination and beauty, 
with warmth, laughter, and inspiration. They 
would not need anything but the human voice 
and good tale; and work art would 
theirs for the asking. However, should like 
make two recommendations this field 
storytelling records: the Frank Luther 
records Winnie the Pooh, and his Mother 
Goose Rhymes: and Bing Crosby’s narration 
the lovely Christmas legend The Small One. 
These are well done and should among our 
treasures. 


Language 


Too often try cut down the world 
meet the child’s needs, when should 
helping him stretch his spirit meet wiser, 
richer experience. have excellent music 
which should bring children when they 
are ready for it. think music 
language, then realize that children com- 
municate first facial expression cry- 
ing smiling, terms what call silent 
speech. This expect from them when 
give them good music with well-defined melody 
and orchestral accompaniment. Some our 
greatest composers have been mindful this 
stage their own lives and also the lives 
posterity, when they wrote the great lulla- 
bies, night pieces, fascinating melodies: 


Brahm’s Cradle Song, Schubert’s Ave Maria, 
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Rubenstein’s Melody Cadman’s Land 
the Sky-blue Water, MacDowell’s Woodlang 
Sketches, Mendelssohn’s Spring Song, name 
but few possibilities. Following this period 
silent speech, the child invades the world 
around him frequent comings and goings, 
punctuated with words, half sentences, 
preferably few whole well constructed sen- 
tences. music, this might compared 
his interest marked rhythmic patterns. Folk 
dances, marches, e.g., “March the Lions” 
from Saint Saens, Carnival the Animals, 
Grieg’s Dance” and “In the Hall 
the Mountain King” from the Peer Gynt 
Prokofiev’s Peter and the Wolf, Poldini’s 
Dancing Doll, Delibe’s Coppelia Ballet, Coates 
Cinderella, Tchaikowsky’s Nutcracker Suite, 
Waldteufel’s Skaters’ Waltz, the Strauss 
waltzes, Rimski-Korsakov’s Flight the Bum- 
ble Bee and Strauss’s Till Eulenspiegel. 
might well also play some folk music 
that more relaxing, balance that stimu- 
lating rhythmic response; for example, Stephen 
Foster’s music, Ferde Grofe’s Grand Canyon 
Suite, Sibelius’ Finlandia, Smetana’s 
The child who listens such music will 
aware the influence geographic location 
and climatic conditions country and its 
people, and will have deep feeling 
respect and sympathy that amount 
teaching can bring. Folk music springs from 
the hearts the people. tells their joys, 
their sorrows, their ambitions, hopes, and 
fears. The Negro Spiritual Were You There 
perhaps the best folk song one could bring 
children, and when one hears Marian Ander- 
son singing this, one brought where 
they crucified Lord. One does not have 
explain teach such song—children are 
closer truth than we, very often, because 
they are sincere and honest. use another 
example, what little boy has not lived again 
the experiences the cowboy who drives his 
herd across the wide, lonesome prairie singing 
keep himself company? His song tells about 
his life, his horse, the beauties nature, his 
dependence upon God, and his reverence ex- 
pressed wonder and awe the vastness 
creation. 


Sharing Music 


When teachers and children have shared 
these musical experiences, when they have 
common repertoire, when they have listened 
and learned together, there need for 
words descriptive techniques teaching. 
They have acquired vocabulary that 
welded mutual respect, accepted with 
confidence, and there spiritual maturity 
concomitant with this living and learning 
together that priceless. Children today 
need us. They need our help, our respect, our 
judgment, our trust, and, above all, our guid- 
ance. The world moving such tremen- 
dous speed that little children are often left 
behind figure out way for themselves. 
have given them listening ear, one that 
discerns beauty music and words, 
have given them means enriching their 
own lives and aiding others see and hear 
the beautiful expressed often and well 
God’s creation. 
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The dynamic teacher will use means other 
than the playing records further the 
interests music; she will get the children 
interested reading about famous composers, 
famous conductors, and famous singers. 
Through this human-interest appeal, she will 
stimulate their attending concerts, taking part 
local music groups, learning play 
instrument, acquiring collection good 
records, preparing assembly periods where 
music part the program, and perhaps 
even taking charge music 
performances. 

With teachers and children working together 
this music project, would logically in- 
clude larger group and become, with the 
aid parents and teachers, local civic in- 
terest. Winter Wonderland projects can 
become the center much interest, and 
develop into such wholesome activities for 
young and old, why cannot music the 
same? well worth our efforts. Howard 
Hanson has done wonderful things with young 
people music. Robert Shaw has also the 
field choral music. Let try, each doing 
her bit, encourage and further this work 
with children!

This the first elementary school 
the Twin Cities have elevator. Open- 
ing five levels, including the gymnasium and 
the auditorium stage, has already proved 
invaluable moving heavy supplies and 
furniture. 


Well-Equipped Classrooms 


Classrooms are ft., but the kinder- 
garten and library have areas equal two 
classrooms. Each classroom has niche for 
statue, glazed-door cabinets with adjustable 
bookshelves, map storage box, wash bowl, 
telephone, and loud-speaker. Each also has its 
own coatroom, with special glazed tile shelf 
about inches off the floor for overshoes and 
rubbers. Two higher wooden shelves take care 
children’s hats and other belongings. 

interesting feature these coatrooms 
the screen partition, ft. high and ft. 
long, plaster metal lath, that separates 
the coatroom from the classroom proper. The 
advantages are lower construction cost, 
larger appearing classroom, and excellent air 
circulation the coatroom. Wall space for 
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extra chalkboard the classroom side 
another advantage. The partitions are sturdy 
enough that coats can hung them, 
well the opposite wall. separate closet 
for the teacher’s use has been included each 
classroom. Desks and chairs for the lower 
grades are scaled child size. 


Special Kindergarten Features 


The unusually complete kindergarten the 
main floor has fireplace and built-in play- 
house scaled five- and six-year-old height. 
small workshop separated from the main 
room glass enclosure, the children can 
hammer and saw without disturbing the main 
group, and also, the teacher can see what 
happening. The kindergarten occupies 
L-shaped area the size two classrooms 
the southeast corner the building. One 
portion used for games, the other for group 
activity. Over the coatroom small balcony 
for children who want watch their com- 
panions play. The kindergarten has its own 
entrance leading separate playground 
the east end the building. 


Administrative Facilities 


Administrative offices are conveniently lo- 
cated the left the main entrance. This 
section consists waiting room, outer 
office, and the program control room, equipped 
with dual control and open communication 
channel that reaches the entire building. Pro- 
grams can set automatically means 
master clock. Auxiliary equipment includes 
record cutter and tape recorder and play- 
back. Television wiring has also been pro- 
vided, for the school was planned for fifty 
years future expansion. Opening into the 
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each floor, the lavatories are located off 
the side halls keep the front corridor free 
lines children. the west end, the 
corridor partition actually false wall that 
forms one side long utility room 
which are many shelves, drawers, and cup- 
boards for teaching supplies and equipment. 
One entrance the utility room from the 
side hall, making supplies readily accessible, 
and eliminating the need for corridor cup- 
boards. second door the far end the 
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size. Additional storage space afforded 
shelves and cupboards the office side 
the counter separating the waiting room from 
the outer office, another example the wise 
utilization all space. 

the right the office the administra- 
tive, principal’s suite. This has second 
entrance from short vestibule leading 
corner conference room spacious enough 
accommodate the twenty teaching Sisters and 
five practice teachers from the diocesan 
teachers college that make the school’s 
staff. The room furnished with handsome 
custom-made mahogany table, ft. wide and 
ft. long, and there are matching mahogany 
chairs. St. Luke’s the only grade school 
the city have such room where the teach- 
ers can meet for discussion and co-ordination 
school programs. The innovation has created 
deep interest among school administrators, 
many whom have brought their architects 
see with view incorporating similar 
room other new school buildings. 
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room opens the stairway and the waste- 
paper and dust chutes. Control valves for 
lavatory plumbing are also located the 
utility rooms assure ready access for ad- 
justments. 


And Library 


The library the second floor outstand- 
ing every sense the word. The main 
room about ft., and has open 
bookshelves, glazed display cases, four bulletin 
boards, and long window seat the west 
end. the opposite end raised platform 
with two 6-in. steps and counter for the 
convenience the Sisters. The made-to-order 
furniture all red oak with blonde finish. 
There are tables, inches wide and feet 
long, which eight children can sit. Table 
legs have burnished metal guards prevent 
marring. The charging desk particularly 
beautiful with its harmonizing top perma- 
nent plastic. It, too, has cupboards, drawers, 
and shelving.

The Auditorium

The Cafeteria 


The cafeteria the basement 118 
ft., large enough seat 600 required. Ad- 
joining the spacious kitchen, ft. in.

Equipment includes 
stainless steel dish racks, automatic dish- 
washer, gas range, refrigerator, and freezer 
unit. The bake room all stainless steel 
equipped. exhaust fan carries off steam and 
kitchen odors. 

Food served directly from the kitchen 
steam table over counter that can closed 
off from the dining room with folding curtains. 
The cafeteria has its own outside entrance off 
the main entrance foyer, making unnecessary 
through the school proper any time. 


Heating and Ventilation 


The heating system steam with continu- 
ous fin radiation cabinets under windows. 
Ventilation and temperature control are auto- 
matic each classroom. winter, fresh air 
brought through grill under the win- 
dows, and heated steam coils. summer, 
blower brings outside air. 

The front grounds the school are sodded 
with heavy blue grass set inches 
black loam. The playground the rear has 
base crushed rock covered with inches 
asphaltic concrete. St. Luke’s has exception- 
ally fine organization its playground activi- 
ties, which has called forth many admiring 
comments.

The National Catholic Educational Associa- 
tion held its forty-ninth annual convention 
the wonderful auditorium Kansas City, 
Mo., April 18. was well attended 
though not coming higher expectations.

Archbishop Keough States Theme

the Convention. “Before the Divine Teach- 
study Catholic education and the American 
community. During these days, shall ex- 
amine all its innumerable ramifications the 
impact which Catholic education can and 
ought have the American community. 
Perhaps during these days, will grasp the 
magnitude the task that lies before us: the 
task educating Catholics for even greater 
share, yes, preponderant share the leader- 
ship the American community: the task 
leading the American community back God; 
the task convincing the American educators 
that the ideal America the American 
Catholic, the task revitalizing those moral 
and spiritual values which are the soul the 
American dream: the task showing in- 
disputable deeds what know well that 
the supernatural can save the natural, the 
Church can save what best America, 
Catholic education can save American 
education.”

The Treatment the Theme 


These were some the possibilities the 
April indicated the opportunity 
putting forward concept “community” 
which would diametrically opposed the 
National Education Association’s definition 
with its totalitarian implication. far the 
main theme the convention was concerned 
its broader aspects took defense 
against the attacks Catholic and religious 
education. The keynoter, Dr. James 
Brooklyn College, answered the attack 
President Conant and the officers the 
American Association School Administra- 
tors the divisive character religious 
education. sense this dealt with the com- 
munity problem its larger aspects. Father 
Clarence McAuliffe, Jesuit St. Mary’s 
College, made, for the major seminary de- 
partment, Theological Analysis Mr. Paul 
Blanchard’s Attitude Toward the Church and 
Catholic Education. Sister Mary Madeleva, 
C.S.C., took the criticism Agnes Meyer 
the March, 1952, number the 
Monthly, “The Clerical Challenge the 
Schools,” summarized anew the favorable 
character the 1947 report the American 
Council Education, and referred Buckley 
Yale who may not have all the right 
answers, but who asks the right questions 
all this leading the need for the 
study theology the Catholic College. 
Bishop Edwin O’Hara used the word 
munity” the theme pay tribute 
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religious communities which Catholic edu- 
cation owes much. And the final meeting 
Father Paul Reinert, S.J., president 
Louis University, took the cudgels against 
“soft pedagogy” which mistakenly at- 
tributed Dewey, and ended with plea for 
more co-operative and understanding atti- 
tude toward public education. What are 
here saying most clearly revealed with 
strong positive note Msgr. Hochwalt’s pub- 
lic statement issued during the convention 
which printed elsewhere full. 


The Emphasis Diversity Education 


There was considered study research 
underlying the discussion the theme. The 
character the program was more obviously 
intended deal with the diversity problems 
which are being faced Catholic classrooms, 
and exchange experience persons 
similar educational positions. There were 
meetings college presidents (and, 
other cases, restricted college presidents), 
deans and registrars, deans graduate 
schools, high school principals adminis- 
trators, school superintendents, school super- 
visors. Besides the 
departments, there were specially arranged 
special education, reading area studies, and 
vocations. There was also meeting initiate 
co-operative study among Catholic women’s 
colleges, and meeting kindergartners. 
There were reports numerous committees 
the departments not based serious and 
prolonged research but giving largely the 
benefit practical experience. 


Parental Responsibilities Education 


Bishop Edwin O’Hara, the host the 
convention, read paper the “School and 
the Community” general meeting which 
was discussion several problems Catho- 
lic education: parental responsibilities; the 
function the school the guidance the 
child; the teaching reading the acquisi- 
tion skills reading with facility, compre- 
hension, and satisfaction; the seven-grade 
elementary school Kansas City, the process 
Catholic high schools for boys and girls 
with discussion coeducation; and, 
already noted, praise for the religious com- 
munities teachers. Two things Bishop 
paper are especially significant, one 
the discussion parental responsibilities; 
the other the discussion coeducation. 

Bishop discussion unlike much 
discussion the Catholic parents’ right 
determine the education their children 
where immediately assumed the Church 
school will take care that. puts 
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emphasis the Catholic doctrine the grace 
received the sacrament matrimony; and 
his statements stand out sharp relief among 
the descriptions other statements the 
moral deterioration and social disintegration 
the family. 

the Catholic philosophy education 
the parental right and duty come first. Our 
Supreme Court gave voice legal maxim 
singularly harmony with religious concepts, 
when the Oregon school case, ruled that 
parents have claim prior the state; 
right coupled with the high duty’ direct 
the education their children. The Catholic 
Church goes further this direction. The 
right and duty religious education rest 
directly with the parents. the sacrament 
marriage, God gives grace husband and 
wife enablé them perform this duty 
toward their children. This sacramental 
grace not given bishops priests 
Brothers Sisters, but parents the 
sublime sacrament marriage. Let parents 
stir within their souls the graces received 
Christian marriage and they will not 
wanting Christian educators. need not 
told that many parents are not qualified 
natural endowments training for this task. 
presume there are few who not have 
duties, for the performance which must 
seek the aid others. with parents. 
They call the school their the 
responsibility before God rests primarily with 
the parents, and only the second place 
with the school. great deal the failure 
education stems from the eagerness 
schoolmen accept, nay claim, full respon- 
sibility for the education youth. Such 
assumption, dangerous and reprehensible 
secular education, particularly inexcusable 
religious schools which teach such 
exalted philosophy marriage and family 
life. 

“As have said, the failure enlink the 
parents the ambient the school 
double error. First, permits the home 
become rival instead aid: become 
liability the education process its 
absorption worldliness, thus contradicting 
everything the Catholic school commis- 
sioned the Church teach. Secondly, 
neglects employ the tremendous reserves 
intelligence and good will which our 
Christian families are the treasury. 

world today. can hardly accused ig- 
norance the sin and misery and injustice 
which threaten engulf us. But know 
thousands Catholic homes which parents 
are fulfilling the obligations Christian wed- 
lock manner never excelled, indeed ever 
equaled large body homes, any 
period history. know the sin and 
worldliness our times, also know the 
remedy given under the inspiration the 
Holy Spirit the action the Blessed 
Pius opening children and adults 
access the Bread Life early and 
frequent Communion. own lifetime 
have seen the transformation that has been 
wrought Catholic family life, despite the 
multiplied allurements worldliness. have 
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Pilot who governs the winds and the waves: 
‘Why are you fearful, little faith?’ 
Let not our schools afraid associate 
intimately with themselves the fathers and 
mothers (for fathers are parents also) such 
families the mutual work educating their 
children. Invaluable assistance effecting this 
co-operation will found the Parent- 
Teacher Association.” 


Co-Education Kansas City 


Bishop O’Hara said the problem before him 
Kansas City did not “really involve the 
question coeducation.” stated the 
problem: 

“First all the question that confronted 
was not whether would have boys and 
girls the same school, but whether could 
finance sufficient high schools and thus provide 
religious training for all our children.” 
adds, “We did not choose co-education; 
chose have Catholic schools.” And what 
rare, frankly faces the issue raised 
the Encyclical Christian Education. 
says: 
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have read the Papal encyclicals, find the 
objection coeducation that gives 
the same education boys girls not 
the fact that they are educated day 
schools under the same roof. After all, boys 
and girls are reared under the same roof 
Christian homes—and our day schools are 
only extension our Catholic 

wish issue caveat against the easy 
assumption that what have said militates 
univesally against the desirability separate 
schools for boys and girls. vindicate the 
thoroughly Catholic spirit the mixed school 
under the conditions have been consider- 
ing, does not require blind ad- 
vantages which may well associated with 
schools which the sexes are separately 
educated.” 

This new interpretation the Pope’s 
condemnation coeducation “false and 
harmful,” its “leveling promiscuity and 
equality” and the need for distinction 
and separation the sexes according age 
and circumstances, particularly during that 
“delicate and decisive period formation,” 
adolescence. 


Some High Lights 


the Convention 


Some the more significant high lights 
the convention were: 

Dr. James O’Neill’s calm reiteration 
the unsupported statements Dr. Conant, 
and the insistent inquiry for the evidence. 
Dr. O’Neill’s discussion the problem was 
almost entirely from the viewpoint free 
society point view which Dr. Conant 
could understand even could not under- 
stand the religious and supernatural point 
view. 

Dr. Francis Crowley, dean the 
school education Fordham University, 
gave deeply religious discussion the spirit 
Catholic education and more particularly 
the Catholic teacher. 

Especially interesting was the reference 
Sister Madeleva, St. Mary’s College, 
Indiana, Dr. Conant and the Harvard 
School Divinity which was written before 
the Boston outburst and which therefore 
more highly significant. She points out “Har- 
vard has been stirred within the past three 
months from its atrophy religion. Seven 
million dollars have been appropriated 
strengthen its divinity school reclaim its 
position strong center religious learn- 
ing,’ and correct the arrant religious il- 
literacy among its undergraduates. President 
Conant considers this long step the way 
correction. There are others.” Would this 
“divisive”? 

The prolonged discussion Dr. Paul 
Reinert, president St. Louis University, 
was earnest plea for Catholic educators 
face their new responsibilities toward public 


education constructive, sympathetic, and 
co-operative spirit. This was fitting note for 
the conclusion the convention. 

Father John Cavanaugh, C.S.C., the 
University Notre Dame, presented 
critical acceptance the Great Books pro- 
gram founded strange doctrine which 
must stated Father Cavanaugh’s own 
words: 

think Mr. Mortimer Adler altogether 
right saying that the brightest student 
the best imaginable college— much better 
than any which now the most 
competent faculty and with perfect course 
studies spending four years industri- 
ously, faithfully, and efficiently applying him- 
self cannot educated man for the simple 
reason that the obstacle becoming educated 
school inherent and insurmountable 
one, namely, youth. The period youth, 
whatever age placed, ordinarily period 
irresponsibility, which the young man 
protected and safeguarded. The business 
raising family, making ends meet, 
caring for wife and children, getting 
job and advancing against stiff competi- 
tion, paying rent and taxes, grocery and 
doctor bills, suffering reverses that hurt 
and cost—these are the experiences that 
mature the mind and heart. think Mr. Adler 
right when contends that youth may 
trainable, but they are not really educable.” 

Father Cavanaugh makes some interesting 
points regarding the Great Books program: 
(1) the books that are the Index can 
dropped; (2) Catholics Great Books groups 
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tend become arbiters most disputes be- 
cause they have world view; (3) many 
converts have been developed reading and 
discussing the Great Books; and (4) 
knows defection from the Faith. 

Dr. Thomas Brady, vice-president 
the University Missouri, suggests that the 
Christian college the single taper from 
which all the academic lights the 
must lighted. schools,” says, 
“must produce for us, teachers who know the 
place the Christian religion life and 
learning.” This the influence which secular 
higher education seeking from the Catholic 
colleges. 

Dan Hull the United States Office 
Education gave revealing history the 
Life Adjustment Program. Sister Janet 
indicated the rapprochement the “Christian 
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Living” concept the Commission Ameri- 
can Citizenship toward the Life Adjustment 
Program. Msgr. Edmund Goebel stated 
the underlying philosophy. With this rather 
full information the Life Adjustment con- 
cept, would seem that the present 
rapprochement should have serious continuous 
study from the point view Catholic 
philosophy education. 

Dr. James Fitzgerald, Fordham Univer- 
sity, put succinct form the things necessary 
for the elementary school religion teacher 
meet her civic responsibilities. 

There were many other worth-while things 
discussed, many issues raised and some con- 
flicts opinion and fact, for example, 
the present situation the home but limi- 
tation space does not permit further 
elaboration. 


The Recent Attack 
Catholic Schools 


Rt. Rev. Msgr. Frederick Hochwalt* 


Boston last week another attempt was 
made convince the American public that 
private schools are threat democracy. This 
time was the American Association 
School Administrators, department the 
National Education Association, which chal- 
lenged the propriety private schools 
democracy. 

Dr. Kenneth Oberholtzer, president the 
Association, told his colleagues that the idea 
and philosophy behind the nonpublic schools 
are dangerous. “These said Dr. 
Worth McClure, the Association’s executive 
secretary, “can destroy the unity now found 
our democracy. Denominational schools 
build prejudices; they build little iron curtains 
around the thinking people.” Joining the 
attack, Dr. Edgar Fuller, executive secretary 
the National Council Chief State School 
Officers, declared that parochial schools, like 
segregated schools the South, are opposed 
the idea “that all children should brought 


All-Out Attack 


This all-out attack private schools ap- 
parently was precipitated keynote address 
delivered Dr. James Conant, president 
Harvard University, who solemnly warned the 
nation’s top school officials that “the greater 
the proportion our youth who attend inde- 
pendent schools, the greater the threat our 
democratic unity.” National unity may pre- 
served, said, only “our public schools 
remain the primary vehicle for the education

Private Schools Are American 


Private schools all kinds are American 
public schools. The first schools the 
United States were private schools organized 
various religious denominations. The found- 
ing fathers our nation received their educa- 
tion private schools. Private schools, like 
public schools, function under laws and stand- 
ards established the forty-eight states. The 
United States Supreme Court, upholding 
the right parents send their children 
private schools, categorically rejected the per- 
nicious theory that all children must 
educated together common school. That 
this nation have dual school system pub- 
lic and private schools the American tradi- 
tion, the American law, and the American 
practice. The American public believes 
private education and will defend against 
the attacks those who would destroy it. 
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They Are Not Divisive 

Private schools are not divisive; they not 
undermine the unity American society. 
America free society which people have 
their differences politics, economics, educa- 
tion, and other facets our national life. 
Most these differences are honest and 
sincere and consequently they 
divide people into various groups which have 
unique political, economic, educational, 
cultural point view. Unless the United 
States becomes totalitarian state, 
always have differences and diversity. These 
differences become threat national unity 
only when they are exaggerated and distorted 
persons with totalitarian monopolistic 
tendencies, persons who refuse admit 
that the goal successful together 
the United States 
formity. And our leaders, educational 
otherwise, block this goal harmony when 
they plead for insist upon lock-step unity. 
Educators above all others ought teach 
how live with our differences graciously 
and with perfect Christian charity. 


Partnership 


Catholic educators repeatedly have said that 
public and Catholic schools should partners 
American education. Recently diocesan 
superintendents schools reported many 
examples friendly and constructive co- 
operation with public school officials that Dr. 
Benjamin Fine the New York Times wrote 
that “the relationship between Catholic and 
public schools universally good.” the 
local level public and private school adminis- 
trators apparently are busy their work 
for the good all the children that they have 
little time worry about their differences. 

Why, then, did the American Association 
School Administrators its Boston meeting 
attack private education? Why would public 
school officials, themselves under fire from 
many directions, launch attack against pri- 
vate schools? One gets they 
desperately trying head off attacks 
public education initiating attack 
private education? The statements uttered 
Boston are not what one would expect 
responsible educators, men who should 
skilled research, temperate criticism, 
and above all, objective their judgments. 
What happened Boston ought make 
many public school classroom teachers very 
uncomfortable and should make them con- 
sider whether they should repudiate their 
leadership. 


Catholics Support Public Schools 


Should Catholic educators conclude from 
reports the Boston convention that public 
school administrators have rejected completely 
their repeated offers friendship and co- 
operation? Should they assume that the school 
administrators’ only suggestion private edu- 
cation curtail its development and 
eventually close down all private ele- 
mentary and secondary schools?

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Catholic Educators and Their 
Duty Toward Public Education 


Almost discouraging degree, our duties 
Catholic educators are multiplying and becoming 
more complex. have new obligations within 
the sphere our own Catholic educational activ- 
ities, have just tried indicate. Still more 
challenging the fact that today have new 
problems arising out our responsibilities 
American cducation generally, the duties which 
American citizens have toward all schools 
and all educators. 

There point hiding the fact that 
significant portion the tension which evident 
the United States today because the Church- 
State issue and conflicts religious beliefs centers 
our Catholic school system. This situation, 
submit, poses theory problem for which 
not easily solved. could make some serious 
mistakes, especially were start name- 
calling campaign our own the style Paul 
Blanchard. Above all, let not say any- 
thing which would give our fellow Americans 
false picture the Catholic attitude toward the 
public school system this country. 

What should our attitude be? Historically, 
have had and, please God, probably always 
will have diversified system education this 
country. American citizens, therefore, and 
especially American educators, must 
interested the improvement not only our 
unique kind education but all kinds 
American education public, private, denomina- 
whatever may be. Anyone who has 
read the decrees the Third Plenary Council 
Baltimore held 1884 will sense the spirit that 
section the document which deals with secular 
education. Briefly, states that secular education 
is, course, incomplete and unsatisfactory for 
Catholics since are convinced that good educa- 
tion way life which should permeated 
throughout with the principles religion. Never- 
theless, the public schools, complementary 
system private education, are absolutely neces- 
sary for the thousands Americans who are 
content with purely secular educational pattern. 
Such schools deserve the interest and support 
our Catholic population. Criticism the defects 
public education entirely legitimate provided 
that criticism reasonable, practical, and, above 
all, constructive. fear that imprudent attacks 
public education, some Catholics are not only 
doing nothing positive toward improving non- 
Catholic education but are actually hurting the 
cause Catholic education fomenting un- 
necessary resentment the part many honest 
public educators and the exemplary Catholics who 
are teaching our public schools. 

Negatively, let’s refrain vitriolic, emo- 
tional invective against public education; posi- 
tively, let’s see cannot better job 
interpreting ourselves and our educational objec- 
tives American non-Catholics. Here again 
have ever increasing responsibilities. 

The new obligation binds not foster 
within yourselves nor your students attitude 
which will directly militate against the establish- 
ment effective means communication and 
understanding between non-Catholics and our- 
selves. The best description have heard this 
attitude the “Ghetto mentality.” The fact that 
Jewish people were required law live 
certain restricted sections cities developed 
them clannishness, tribal approach all their 
thinking which characteristic persecuted 
minority. Catholics are not beyond the influ- 
ence this Ghetto mentality. not guarded 
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against, can arouse our emotions point 
where label movements and ideas “Catho- 
when matter fact the Church has 
actually taken official position whatsoever. 
Even worse, this attitude can make too quick 
Catholicism. Unquestionably, there far too 
much bigotry abroad today, but must realize 
that there are hundreds people this country 
who, even though they not agree with us, are 
certainly not bigoted. 

Catholic educators should take realistic 
position dictated the fact that are also 
American citizens living democracy. 
almost every field thought politics, educa- 
tion, religion variety, disagreement, opposition 
the order the day. The wrong way face 
this situation retreat into isolation, take 
refuge the haven our own righteousness, 
indulge bitter criticism, seem refuse 
work for the common good. The right way for 
accept what the concept democracy 
literally means—the privilege and responsibility 
joining with our fellow American educators 
buiding for the common good. Our goal Catho- 
lics this country must ever workable 
unity with our non-Catholic fellow citizens 
every action including education where not 
eliminate our God-given freedom nor seriously 
compromise our fundamental values and responsi- 
bilities. Recognizing frankly and realistically that 
diversity with probably stay, must 
foster the faith our own convictions and the 
courage that will stimulate offer others our 
religious, moral, educational principles and values 
vigorously but always tactfully and charitably.
